6;'Method of packing. - (1) Guar seeds, guar gum and guar gum-powder shall be 
packed in gunny bag or jute bag, or cloth bag, new or un-mended B-Twill bag 
-.with' suitable: inner lining of food grade quality and polywoven bags, poly 
, pouches. High Densfty=Poly Ethylene laminated paper bags, or any other suitable 
food grade packaging materia! duly approved by the Agricultural Marketing 
"Adviser or any other officer authorized by him in this behalf. 

(2) The ^3acking material shall be clean, sound and freejrom insect, fungal 

Infestation.. . 

(3) The-packaging material shall be made of substances which are safe and 

suitable for their intended use and they should not impart any toxic substance or 
undesirable odour or flavour to the product. .. 

(4) Guar seeds,'guar guifi and guar gum powder shall be packed in the pack 
size in accordance with the Standards of Weights and Measures (Packaged 
Commodities) Rules, 1977. 

(5) Each package containing either guar seeds or guar gum or guar gum powder 
shall be of the same grade designation. 

(6) Graded material of small pack sizes of the same lot or batch and grade may 
be packed m a master container with complete details thereon along with grade 
designation mark. 

(7) Each package shall be properly and securely closed.and sealed in such 
manner as to disallow sweating or spilling, 

7, Method of marking.- (1) The grade designation mark shall be securely 
affixed to or printed on each package in a manner approved by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser or an officer authorized by him in this behalf jn accordance 
. with rule 11 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the following particulars shall be 
clearly and indelibly marked on each package.

(l) Mesh size (in micron): 

(m) Other information, if any, as specified in the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules; 1955 and the Standards of Weights and Measures 
(Packaged Commodities) Rules, 1977. 
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(3) The ink used for marking on package shall be of such quality which shall 
not contaminate the product 

(4) The authorized packer may, after obtaining the prior approval of the 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorized by him in this behalf, 
mark his private trade mark or trade brand on the graded package provided 
that the same do not indicate quality other than that indicated by the grade 
designation mark affixed to the'graded package in accordance with these rules. 

8. Special conditions of certificate of authorization.- In addition to the conditions 
specified under sub-rule (8) of the rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1988, every certificate of authorization issued for the purpose of these 
rules shall have the following conditions, namely;- 

(1) The- authorized packer shall either set up his own laboratory or have 
access to an approved grading laboratory fortesting of the product. 

(2) The premises shall be maintained in hygienic and sanitary conditions with 
proper, ventilations and well lighted arrangement and the personnel engaged in 
operation shall be in sound health and free from any infectious, contagious or 
communicable disease. . . 

(3) The premises shall have adequate storage facilities with pucca floor and free 
from rodent excreta and insect infestation. 

(4) The authorized packer and the approved chemist shall observe all 
instructions regarding testing, grading, packing, marking, sealing and 
maintenance of records which may be issued by the Agricultural' Marketing 
Adviser or any other officer authorized by him in this behalf from time to time.

1. Guar seed shall be obtained from clean, healthy and mature pod or bean of 
Cyamopsis tetragonobbus (L) of family Leguminosae.

0 free from objectionable taste and flavour; 

(k) free from kesari dal. 

(ii) Guar seeds shall be of white to whitish in colour and shall have at 
least 90% of whitish colour. 

(iii) Guar seeds shall comply with the residual limits of heavy metals, 
pesticides and other food safety requirements as laid down by the 
Codex Alimentarius Commission or importing country’s requirement 
for exports. 

(iv) Guar seeds shall comply with the restrictions in regard to residual 
levels of metal contaminants, insecticides and pesticides, crop 
contaminants, naturally occurring toxic substances and other food 
safety requirements as specified under the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules, 1955. 
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3. CRITERIA FOR GRADE DESIGNATION OF GUAR SEED 
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*Note: Impurities of animal origin shall not be more than 0.10%. 


4. Other requirements: 

(i) The condition of the guar seeds shall be as to enable it to withstand 
transport and handling and to arrive in satisfactory condition at the 
place,of destination. 

(ii) Guar- seeds shall be stored in appropriate cool and dry place 
maintained in a clean and, hygienic condition. 

(iii) In special grade, 98% by weight of guar seeds shall be of v^itish 
cbbur. 

Explanation. - For the purposes of these rules, “extraneous matter” 
means any extraneous matter comprising of > 

(a) organic matter consisting of husk, straws, weed seeds and other 
. un-edible seeds. 

(b) Inorganic matter consisting of metallic pieces,' sand, gravel, dirt, 
pebbles, stones, lumps of earth, clay, mud and animal filths.
